The man who sits down to deliberately plan 


a mm,, works every point and detail to ono 
common centor-an alibi. Tho law has com- 
mon sciiso enough In this one particular to 
presumo that a man who Is In Boston, for In- 
stance, when a murder i» committed In Cin- 
clnual I could not have fired the shot or struck 
lh» bl,,w. Therefore, let ono accused of crimo 
prove t/i the jury that ho was at some other 
[K.iiit nt a certain critical hour, and ho must 
Iw declared iunocent. This knowledge makes 
the alibi a favorite defense. If not clearly 
proved it always raises doubts mid afford' 
opportunity for argument. 
On the other 


band, Imwever, when an alibi Is fairly beaten 
by tbo iH-osocution, then circumstantial evi- 
dence bncomes the death trap of the accused 
and ho lias no show.

An Irresistible Unit for IC.its. 


An Interesting, not to say valuable, discov- 
ry has been mado by Capt. Weedin, in 
hargo of the animals at the Zoo. Tho build- 
ig is infested by rats, and how to get rid of 


them has long been a perplexing question. 
Traps were used, but nothing would tempt 
the rodent to enter. In a store room drawer 
was placed a quantity of sunflower seeds, 
used as a food for some of the birds. Into this 
drawer the rats gnawed their way, a fact 
which led the captain to experiment with 
thorn for the bait iu tho traps. The result was, 
that tho rats can't be kept out. A trap which 
appears crowded with six or eight rats is 
found somo morn ings to hold fifteen. They 
are turned into cages containing weasles and 
minks. Tho latter will kill a rat absolutely 
almost before ono can see it, so rapid are its 
movements. Tho weasels ore a trifle slower, 
but none of the rats escape them.—Washing- 
ton Cor.

Mountain Forests Prevent Floods. 


A mountain forest has more functions than 


most people have considered. It covers the 
lulls with a vast mat or network of living 
root fibers, and holds iu place the ever ac- 
cumulating moss of mold and decomposing 
vegetable matter, which absorbs and retains 
the water of the rainfall and the melting 
snows. Such a forest is a great spongo, which 
receives all the water that falls on the moun- 
tains, and allows it to escape gradually, so as 
to maintain the steady flow of the rivers 
which it feeds. A forest is thus a natural 
reservoir for the storage and distribution of 
the water which falls upon it; and It is for 
more efllcient.oswoll as far moro economical

Tho Half Cent Coin. 


Tho American News Dealers' associa- 


tion will petition congress to establish a 
half rent coinage. On ono cent papers 
tho dealer's proflt is only half a cent, and 
In many Instances tho half cent is lost 
because there is no coin of this value. 
An appreciable loss arises from this 
•ourco in tho course of a year. Forty 
years ago there was a half cent coin in 
the country. 


It in a favorite way In marking retail 


goods of all kinds to rate them in such a 
way that the half cent comes In, and in 
every cose it goes to tho dealer. This 
odd rent in a large establishment cer- 
tainly amounts to several dollars daily, 
which the buyers lose and the seller 
gains, for want of tho half cent coin.

The United States will not be a civil- 


ized ration as long as such scenes occur 
as arc said to be witnessed at the insane 
asylum at Rochester, Minn. The sad- 
dest phase of the affair is that this 
is not a private sanitarium, but the 
state insane hospital of Minnesota. Weak 
girls and women have been thrown to 
the floor and stampnd upon and pounded 
•vith brutal fists. They have been shut 
up in a cell naked, with no bedding, and 
food refused to them till they were al- 
most famished. Such ferocious brutal- 
ity seems incredible. The insane require 
in their treatment the utmost patience 
and kindness that human nature is capa- 
ble of. They oftentimes, it is true, seem 
so perverse and ugly that It is hard to 
realize that they are at no time responsi- 
ble. But only those who can constantly 
realize this and act on It are fit to be 
trusted with the care of the insane.

Discipline In 


In the July North American Review 


Is a symposium on the question of how 
far a university should control its stu- 
dents. The question is discussed espe- 
cially with reference to American insti- 
tutions of learning. 


President S. C. Bartlett, of Dartmouth, 


mentions tho German university, a clus- 
ter of pi of essional schools for tho law, 
medicine, theology, etc. 
Previous to 


this com* s tho seven years' rigid drill in 
what is called in Germany tho gymna- 
sium. This is not a placo for physical 
exercising, but a school wherein h'tcra- 
turo and science are taught. The ordi- 
nary American college corresponds more 
nearly to tho German gymnasium. Only 
hero and there is ono with regular uni 
versity courses, where older students 
who havo finished tho ordinary college 
attend lectures and study their life pro- 
fessions. 


Consequently thcro must bo consider- 


ably more control over tho American 
college student, in tho judgment of Presi- 
dent Bartlett, than there is over the uni- 
versity student. The average nge at 
which tlio American enters college is 
18J. This is too young for boys to con- 
trol themselves. Therefore the college 
faculty should control him kindly but 
firmly. 


The learned presidents ore nearly unan- 


imous on one point. That is that the 
college faculty should cultivate close and 
friendly iclations with the students. In 
this way they will bo able to influence 
them greatly for good. 


President Angell, of Michigan univer- 


sity, thinks the question very much liko 
this: "IIow far shall a father control his 
sons between the ages of 17 and 21?" 


Professor N. S. Shaler, of Harvard, 


and President Angell speak out the voice 
of the new time more than any of the 
others. They believe the old day of 
blind obedience to petty and exacting 
rules botn In tliu family and in the 
school is over. Confidence, friendly un- 
derstanding, affection and good com- 
radeship are gradually taking tho placo 
of the old stern discipline. 
President 


Angell says the faculty should govern 
the college. But this being understood, 
let tho hand of authority bo displayed 
only when indispensably necessary. Let 
the professors get near enough to their 
pupils to exert a positive moral influ- 
ence on them. 


Professor Shaler says in effect: Throw 


the boys on their own responsibility as 
faros possible; appeal to their higher 
sense and make them control themselves. 
This is the system of freedom, as opposed 
to the system of fear, and is tho one 
largely adopted at Harvard. 


President Charles Kendall Adams ad- 


vocates dealing with students as indi- 
viduals and not as a class. lie does not 
believe in the democratic form of school 


Preoident Hj?SfSof Bowdoin, declares 
tliat a faculty should exercise an intel- 
lectual, religious, moral and physical 
control over the students, and also regu- 
late deportment in and about college 
buildings. Principal Sir J. W. Dawson. 
of McOUI university, Canada, eays: 


"The control of young men and young 


women la to bo exercised rather in the 
way of inducing them to like their work 
and duty than by an influence of the 
nature of coercion or restraint." 


In the University of California, Presi- 


dent Horace Davis, there are eight 
courses of study, five scientific, three 
literary. The student may choose one 
of these and pursue it. In all the courses 
there are elective studies. There are no 
college dormitories. The students scat- 
ter to their homes in the afternoon and 
"the college campus is deserted. There is 
ample opportunity for athletic exercises. 
To these things, and to the fact that 20 
per cent, of tho students are women, 
President Davia attributes it that the 
faculty have no great difficulty in pre- 
serving order. President Davis advo- 
cates a careful supervision over the stu- 
dent's selection of studies, and over him 
in other respects during his early years. 
As his course draws to a close this may 
bo relaxed. 


Tlio Gulso Fumlllstero. 


Attempts at profit sharing with em- 


ployes are being made here and there in 
large industrial establishments, with a 
view to nscertaining how far this plan 
would go towards settling the question 
of capital and labor. 


At Guise, in France, in I860, was 


founded the Familistere, a profit sharing 
factory. 
It was an establishment for 


the manufacture of heating apparatus. 
At its head was M. Uodin, who wrought 
out the plan of it on thesocialistic model 
of Fourier 
About the same time enthu- 


siasts in America sought earnestly to put 
Fourier's theories into practice. 
The 


millennium was to descend on earth bod- 
ily through living together in associa- 
tions holding property in common and 
performing labor share and share alike, 
Hawthorne, Horace Greeley, Charles A. 
Dana and Father Hecker were some of 
the powerful intellectualities fascinated 
by Fourier's shining schemes. 
Fifty 


communities were formed, one place and 
another, in Uie United States. Every 


ouo of them failed. 
Father Heckcr 


however, profited sufficiently by his ex 
pel Lt'iico lo turn Itoiunu Caiholic, v. hid 
ho was not in tlio beginning, and fount 
the great and influential older ol Paulis 
Fathers iu tlio church. 


The one establishment (hat in nlc a 


tinguihhed success iinanciully was 
profit sharing factory at Guise. The plan 
is thin: Weekly wages is fixed at a sum 
which \vill enable a \vorKingnjan to livi 
and maintain his family decently. Tin 
workmen receive higher wages than in 
similar establishments elsewhere and the 
houis of labor are Hhortr r. When a max 
ia ill he ia supported by the sick fund 
when too old to work ho is pensioned 
At the end of the year C per cent, on tin 
capital invested is deducted from tb' 
profits. Certain other amounts arc <le 
ducted for four funds—education, sick 
poor and pensions. What is left is callec 
"benefits," and it ia distributed among 
tho employes. One-quarter goes to the 
manager and heads of departments 
three-quarters to the workiDguicn. 


M. Godin has been at tho head of th< 


enterprise dui ing the nearly forty years 
of its existence. Ho says tlio schema lias 
paid handsomely from 
the financia 


point of view. His salary as manager 
is a very largo one, but the factory pays 
that and all expenses, and yields a good 
profit. A great saving Is effected in the 
waste and wear and tear of tools ant 
machinery by theprofit sharing method. 
When workmen know it will add di 
rectly to their profits to take care o: 
things and be economical, they will do 
this. 


Lawyers' Persecutions. 


A good example of lawyers' pcrsecu 


tions is furnished in tha McDow murder 
trial at Charleston. Tho ordeal to whicl 
the "Swiss maid," who was the cause o! 
tho quarrel, was subjected, is enough to 
mako every honest man and woman flush 
with indignation. Mary Burdayren was 
examined closely and told the simpli 
truth. Nothing was brought in evidence 
against her. In her sphere in life she 
was an honest girl of good character, 
Ii 


was not her fault that the free and easy 
Dr. McDow cast his eyes upon her favor- 
ably. Sbo told the whole truth in 
modest, self possessed way that deservec 
praise. Yet tho lawyers browbeat anc 
insulted her and worried her with their 
impertinence for two or three hours. I 
was simply shameful tho way the gir 
was bullied and scolded. Is it a ncces 
sity of the practice of the law that an ex- 
amining counselor shall forget all the 
common rules of courtesy, if not decency, 
that govern him at other times? 


Still it comes booming—English capi- 


tal into America. A British company is 
now trying to buy up the dry goods 
business of tho United States. A capi 
tal of not less than §30,000,000 will be in- 
vested, it is said. Our protection laws 
will thus bo got around by John Bull in 
dry goods, aa they havo already been so 
largely in tho book trade and in threac 
manufacturing. 
One good result of this 


vast investment of British capital in 
America will be that the two nations wili 
become so inextricably bound together 
they will never dare to go to war with 
each other. They will also be forced to 
uphold each other against other nations. 
They will stand or fall together. There 
is something not altogether evil in this 
commercial brotherhood of tho two great

by Columbus of the New World will 
come in 1893, It is proposed to celebrate 
the occasion by a world's fair.

The idea is a noble 
ono.

And while 
wo are about it, for very shame's sake, 
let some millionaire cause a heroic statue 
of Columbus to be made and unveiled 
then. It is a burning disgrace that in 
the world he discovered there is no mon- 
ument to Columbus.

Koyal Paupers. 


More sprigs of British royalty are to be 


married, and more money is to be asked 
for to support them. Albert Victor, son 
of the Prince of Wales, is to marry his 
cousin Victoria, sister of the emperor of 
Germany. The pure and glorious blood 
of the Georges will thus be kept carefully 
in the family. Queen Victoria asks that 
parliament grant the boy an allowance of 
£50,000 before he is married, probably to 
provide him with handkerchiefs and 
neckties, and then an annual allowance 
of $135,000. For the Prince of Wales' 
daughter Louise, the tall, lank young 
woman who-is to marry the Earl of Fife, 
her majesty modestly asks $15,000 before 
marriage and an annual allowance of 
$135,000 afterwards. 


Very modest requests these are. The 


richest woman in the world asks the En- 
glish people to take care of her numerous 
grandchildren by grinding more taxes 
out of the nation. The young people 
liave never done anything to deserve to 
be taken care of, but they are merely the 
descendants of their grandmamma. This 
burden grows heavier and heavier on the 
English people, and some day they will 
rise in their might and wrath and shake 
tho whole thing off. 


Walt Whitman on Literature. 


Seventy years old, poor and crippled, 


Walt Whitman, "the good, gray poet," 
lives in a little room at Comden, N. J. 
His exertions in the care of wounded 
and sick soldiers during the war were the 
inciting cause of the paralysis which has 
disabled him. The government gives 
aim no pension, however. 


But Walt Whitman's brain is as clear 


as ever, and his opinions on American 
literature ore worth hearing.

For 
years Walt says he has insisted on one

sickness and had become reconciled to the 
limited fare of tbo ship—"salt horse," "duu- 
derfunk," "hard tack" and ropy water—1 
quite enjoyed tho life on the sea.

IT ISN'T YOURSELF. 


Itut JUKI tho Light Falling Upon Ton Thut 


IH rimtosruphed. 


"The actual theory and tho first principles 


of photography," said recently one of tho 
high photographic lights of tho town, "arc 
generally understood; that Is, they aro not 
misunderstood at all. Tho art of tho photog- 
rapher, using tho word in its true sense, peo- 
ple lose sight of. They think of him simply 
as a machine for placing them in a strong 
light, telling them 'look pleasant, plonse,' and 
exposing tho platea That, although working 
with different mntcrials aud in n different 
way, 
ho must have the art tendencies and be 


the artist as much as tho portrait painter is, 
is something that novur enters their heads. 


"And tins is why. In making an exposure 


it is not tho object that is photographed, but 
simply the light that falls upon it. This is 
thocardmal priuciplo of photography, strango 
as it uiay appear. 
And, stranger still, hun- 


dreds of tho professional photographers, as 
thoy wheel the machine about to catch a bet- 
tor light on tho object, are ignorant of it. 
Not but that ono of these may not at tunes 
hit upon a capital likeness. That often hap- 
pens. But he does not understand tho prin- 
ciples of his art. 


"Now, to explain. What does tlio art pho- 


tographer (I mako tho distinction) do tho very 
first thing when he starts out to take a photo- 
graph? Why, just as tho portrait painter 
does. Ho makes a swift, yet comprehensive, 
study of every feature and tho face as a whole. 
Ho knows that only parts of the face can be 
taken, and all tho rest must fall upon the 
plato in shadow, and it is his art that leads 
him to determine what those parts shall be, 
so to best catch tho expression, the person- 
ality. Tho portrait painter does no moro in 
this direction. The medium is different, and 
ho has a palotto of colors to depend upon, 
while tho photographer is reduced to tones 
and tints of black ami white aloita. 


"Will you havo proofs of this! Ilere are 


*vo. Have you ever carefully noticed the 
full length photo'Xl'ajih of a man in which 
the shoes are visible? What you saw in tho 
picture was a gleam, a suggestion, as it wore, 
tho light of tho polish. The remainder of 
tho shoo was in shadow, for it was the light 
and not tho object that was photographed. 
Again, to furnish a tangible proof of tho 
correctness nf this theory of photptrranhv. I 
made a series of photographs or a plaster 
bust. 
There wero a dozen pictures taken 


under exactly similar conditions, camera and 
light being unchanged in every particular. 
I simply moved, apparatus and subject about, 
made my exposures from different points of 
view. At each of these the light fell differ- 
ently upon tho features. Upon tho develop- 
ment of tho negatives the pictures were 
hardly recognizable as being of the same 
object. 


"That explains why it Is that some people 


never 'take well,1 as they call it. It is bo- 
cause in the photographer's arrangement 
those portions of tho features on which tha 
light falls are not just what is necessary to 
give the expression. Aivi tho make up of 
the expression differs in every individual 
caso. A good likeness is possible to every 
one, but it might ,1utt so happen that ono's 
expression will never be caught. The poor- 
est of the craft may catch it on chanco, tho 
very best may never exactly get it, but tho 
odds are decidedly in the favor of him who is 
a student of lights and faces, and who well 
understands the theory of photographic art." 
—Now York Mail and Express.

He must protect his 
tooth, too, and therefore his nmsticatorj re- 
quire careful cleansing, not alono to prevent 
dijcay, but in order to keep his gustatory 
souse perfectly neutral. 


"1 havo been a molasses taster for several 


years," said a Boston man, "and i assure 
you mine Is no easy job. Thero is a strain 
that tbo occupation imposes, and ono that 
many succumb to, and thereforo quit tho 
business. Tho tongue, being very sensitive, 
requires great care, and therefore I feel it 
best not to use tobacco, sweetmeats or highly 
seasoned food. Doctors tell me tfcat sugar of 
itself does not injure the teetii, but that after 
remaining on them for somo time undergoes 
a chemical chatigo from tho saliva and food, 
und that the chemical result is corrosive. 


"Whether that is so or no I know that my 


teeth have suffered from this business, al- 
though 1 tako extraordinary care. Tho dif 
ferenco in tasto between sorno grades of mo- 
lasses is so blight that the touguo must be in 
a perfectly neutral condition in order to be 
an accurate guido, But not only roust the 
tongue bo cared for, but mouth, lips and 
teeth must bo as free as possible from any 
foreign substance. 


"In tasting of tho various brands I place 


only a drop on tho most sensitive part of the 
tongue. I try to kcop it away from the lips, 
mouth and teeth, but do not always succeed. 
Now to discriminate between twenty-five 
samples I must keep a clear head, concentrate 
my attention, and make, as it were, an in- 
stantaneous analysis. To do this faithfully 
requires brain work that book writers know 
nothing about. In fact, a day at honest, 
pains taking molasses tasting is a day of hard, 
I almost said, solitary labor."—Boston Her- 
ald.

How a Cable Message Is Received. 


Only the feeblest currents should be used 


on submarine lines, sinco heavy pulses which 
could be employed with impunity on laud 
lines, if they did not soon destroy the cable 
covering, would at least tend to develop 
faults which otherwise might long remain 
latent. Defects in cable covering that other- 
Wiso m.av not Ifinrl fn hnrtr. ojrr.it, moisture, 
ana hence, under the action of a strong cur- 
rent, oxides are quickly formed, destroying 
insulation. The necessary use in ocean tel- 
egraphy of tho lightest currents has led to 
tho development of a class of recording in- 
struments remarkable for delicacy of action 
—notably the siphon recorder, which indi- 
cates the electric impulses by a wavy ink line 
on a tape, and the reflecting galvanometer, 
which causes a spot of light to move from 
right to left in a darkened room 
With 


theso recorders and thirty cells of battery, 
messages sent across the Atlantic are tele- 
graphically reproduced in ink at tho rate of 
from twenty to twenty-five words a minute, 
each way, the cable being duplexed. But for 
electrostatic induction a single cell of battery 
would suffice for transmission from the earth 
to the moon, if those bodies could be connected 
by a wire of the size used in ocean cablet- 
Charles L. Buckingham in Scribner.
